JAVANESE POISONS. 


Life-Destroying Substances Obtained from 
Trees and Scrubs. 


Java and the archipelago generally" 


is the Qenter at poisons, animal and. 
vegetable, and no races are so prone 
to make use of them aa the varied 
tribes grouped under the general name 
of Malay. 
The "kris." or serpentine 


dagger, 'which has become almost a 
symbol of treachery and revenge, has 
a terrible reputation; but from my own 
observation, I almost doubt if it is ever 
poisoned at all in the real sense of the 
•word. 
The Malay never grinds the 


kris, but4s always rubbing the blade 
with a green lemon, or tho juice of a 
pineapple, mixed with orpiment

The poison of tho 


sumpitan or blow-tube dart Is. how- 
ever, very real. The Bataks, that 
singular race inhabiting Central Suma- 
tra, and the only known pcoplo who 
combine cannibalism with civilization 
enough for a written alphabetical 
language, are very skillful in its use. 
They obtain it from two sources—ono 
the upas tree and tho other an allied 
species called tho "ringus." The juice 
of this latter is most virulent, and 
burns the skin like boiling oil I have 
many a time seen coolies brought in 
howling dismally, with heads and faces 
swollen to pantomimic size from hav- 
ing incautiously struck an axe into the 
"ringus." Tho only way to attack it 
is for the woodmon to give themselves 
a thorough coating of groaso, and 
even then tho risk to the eyes is so 
great that it is generally allowed to 
stand. 


This tree probably gave riso to the 


fables about tho upas ( "upas" is Java- 
lies of or poison of any kind). Tho upas 
poison, however, requires to bo used 
quite fresh, as a few hours' exposure 
to tho air converts it to a crumbly 
black rosin, quite harmless. Another 
poison'is obtained from a species of 
vine-bearing clusters of bright fruit; 
tho size of a cricket ball, containing a 
number of seeds in an intensely bitter 
pulp. The effects of this are very 
rapid. I have seen tho Balak creep 
up, sumpitan in hand, to where a 
troop of gibbons were yelling their 
noisy chorus from a lofty tree-top, and 
scarcely half a minute elrtpsed between 
the ills patch of the missive and tho 
crashing fall of the struck ape. Even 
the gigantic and formidable species ol 
the ourang-outang, which haunts tho 
forests of the east coast, falls para- 
lyzed by two or three of these tiny 
darts. 


One of tho most famous poisons ol 


Java is obtained from tho bamboo. 
The young shoots of th e cane, when 
they first appear, are covered withfino 
brownish hair, this, under a powerful 
njicrnjcope, appears as b.ayonst-lika 
spikes of silex, infinitely sharp, ant! \ 
think hollow, though I could not ba 
quite sure. This hair, administered 
daily in smai- quantities of the food, 
brings on ulcoration of the bowels, 
simulating malignant dysentery. Tho 
action must be of a mechanical rather 
than chemical nature, Just as with the 
terrible effect on the eyes of tho spores 
of tho common puff-ball. 
It is greatly 


dreaded by tho Dutch and all Eu- 
ropeans living in Java. A Dutch offi- 
cial told mo that scores of deaths 
among European planters, etc., put 
down to dysentery and diarrhoea were 
really due to tho bamboo hair and the 
[ealousy of tho native women.—En- 
glish Mechanic

Suicide of a Victim oi Strong Drink. 
PABKSRSBURO, W. Vo., Aug. 2.—The de- 


tails of the suicide of John B. Conffdon, a 
middle-aged man with a charming wife 
and two bright little boys of eight and ten 
years, present both sad and sensational 
features. Congdon was an export print- 
er. Strong drink got the better of him, 
and for years he so abused his wife and 
family that thny left him. When in a, rage 
be often threatened to kill them, so that 
on Sunday, when be came to his wife's 
people and asked for bis family, they 
were afraid to go to him, and his wife re- 
fused to let either of the boys leave her 
sight. A man named Jamas Hioler took 
Mro. Congdon and the boys to his house 
near this city. 
Mr. Congdon came 


to the door and pleaded 
to 
see 


his 
wife. 
He said be was going 


to kill himself, 
and 
could not die 


without seeing her. She was unrelenting, 
and he went to a neighoor's for the night. 
The next day he tried to see his family, 
but falling, gave away his revolver, which 
was concealed about him, aud went to 
bed; slowly to .die by eating morphine. 
His little boys went to see him, and while 
in the room he tried to force thom to take 
morphine, telling them he was goitig to 
die and wanted-them to die with him. He 
did not succeed, and the little ones left. 
After that no one was allowed to come 
near him, and for hours be took small 
dotes of morphine until he died. 


He left several letters behind to his 


wife aud others. Those to his wife wore 
full of affection and pleadings for for- 
giveness.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—Dispatches from Zan> 
zibar state that two native messengers, 
who were captured from one of the earlier 
expeditions by tribes iu the Ugandi dis- 
trict, bordering on the Albert Nyanza, 
and escaped last April, have arrived 
there. They report that the situation of 
Emin Bey is very difficult, provisions be- 
ing scarce, and the feeling of discourage 
ment among his troops very great In 
April, Emin received a summons from 
the Mahdi, dated at Khartoum, to sur- 
render or disband his followers. Be also 
received a letter from Lupon Bey, advis- 
ing him to submit to the Mahdl's terms 
in order to save the lives of the Euro- 
peans at Khartoum and Wadelai.
